Letter from the President 


As we started into a new fiscal year and geared up to meet the challenges 

keeping your Alumni Association relevant to these times, I was asked to give 
advice on how to begin forming an alumni association like ours. This sent me 
wondering, if we had to start from scratch today, what would be the important 
considerations and what steps would we take? Our founders were a dedicated, 
talented and resourceful group focused on generating scholarship funds for 
each year’s graduates. They gathered committees and orchestrated events that 
drew alumni from far and wide to celebrate our school and its rich heritage. 


I reviewed our original incorporation as a 501 c 3 non-profit, current Bylaws & 
Policies, and board meeting agenda and minutes records. We have statistics on 
membership (highest numbers in classes 1940’s - 1960’s) and website participation 
(not surprisingly, greater in 1970’s and beyond). I looked at what we do for 
fundraising (not much!) compared to other alumni groups, yet our donation 
rates are fairly consistent. 


We publish a members magazine (much bigger than most) and distribute a 
newsletter (not as often as others). Our dues fall within the norm in my small 
sampling. Our scholarship grants fill significant needs within all the many 
awards given out to our seniors each year. Where do other schools get these 
funds and how are they sustained? We must do better! 


In addition to scholarships, SPHSAA provides higher level services to the alumni 
than many groups, especially information & publication about reunions and 
updated contact resources. Through our all-years and individual class websites, 
links and social media like Facebook, there is a dense network of alumni 
interaction and communication not as evident in other alumni populations. 


Conclusion? We’d be hard pressed to re-create the infrastructure of SPHSAA 
with the limited staff and resources we have now, despite how well we connect 
with our graduates and provide for seniors’ further education. We have the 
technologies in place, we’re just spread too thin to cover all the tasks required. 
And keeping up with required business practices, costs are up and income in 
this economy is down. Where and what do we cut? How do we keep growing 
and expanding? 


There’s a critical void on our board - empty chairs at meetings, a shortage of 
bodies for labor on committees and at events, but also a dearth of creative vision 
and drive. Many former directors have retired. Younger generations - especially 
classes of the 1960s-1980s - need to step up to the plate. 


Please think on this and consider what you can do for your Alumni Association. 
We welcome you with open arms!

THE SPHSAA MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIPS 
Where They Came From, Who They’re About 


The General Fund was established in 1982 by the SPHS 
Alumni Association to award scholarships to graduating seniors 
based on excellence, merit and need. 


Albert Adams, much beloved music 
teacher, taught music appreciation, glee club, 
organ, and piano at South Pasadena - San 
Marino High School for 36 years. A 
scholarship fund in his name was established, 
sustained by donors who appreciate his legacy 
to this day, providing grants to seniors 
pursuing higher education in the field of music. 


Jim Fosselman, SPHS class of 1939, was 
a member of the family which founded, owns 
and still operates Fosselman’s Ice Cream in 
Alhambra, California. Prior to World War II, 
he attended Pasadena Junior College, later 
known as PCC. The family established this 
scholarship to award those choosing to 
continue their education following that same 
path. 


Harold Hartsough, for many years a 
teacher in the Business department, went on 
to become a counselor and finally Assistant 
Principal in his 28 year career at SPHS. 
Known to have made a difference in the lives 
of many young people, this fund awards 


— students who have demonstrated similar 


compassion, unselfish mentoring and help to 
fellow students. 


Maggie Velir, SPHS class of 1974, was an 
informal ambassador for South Pasadena and 
the Pasadena area. Her life took her all over 
the Orient and Europe and US into cutting 
rooms as a top fashion designer, boardrooms 
as a director, and classrooms as a teacher. A 
creative, multi-talented, loyal, compassionate 
person, the art scholarship was established in 
her memory.

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South Pasadena High School 100 Years Ago...1913

In 1913, SPHS was a four-year high 
school and had approximately 250 
students, 72 of which compromised 
the senior class. The faculty num- 
bered 14, including the principal 
who also taught US History and 
Trigonometry. Other courses in- 
cluded Mathematics, Science, Lat- 
in, German, Manual Training, 
Athletics, Domestic Science, Com- 
mercial, History, Oral English, 
Gymnasium, Art, Music, French, 
English, and Spanish. 


The Class of 1913 dedicated their 
1913 Copa de Oro to Miss Estelle 
Leach, a and French teacher, 

anh who also served as 
| Vice Principal. Miss 
Leach (1876 - 1963), 
who had taught at 
SPHS since its first 
year, 1907, was leav- 
E ing her position to 
marry Hubert S. Upjohn (1881 - 
1965), Principal of SPHS from 1912 
to 1916. 


The 1913 Copa had _ individual 
photos of 48 seniors, and group 
photos for the junior, sophomore, 
and freshman classes. Senior photo 
captions included the _ student’s 
names, favorite song, and ambition. 
About three-quarters of the Copa 
consisted of literary pieces written 
by the seniors, joshes (which were 
quite popular and had 23 pages 
devoted to jokes written by 
students), debating, music, and 
athletics. Athletics for the boys 
consisted of basketball, tennis, 
football, baseball, and track. 


The sirls had padketiiall and 4 physi 
cal culture exercises. While the girls 
may have only had basketball, they 
had a successful season, winning 
five of seven games. 


The Class Yell: 


Riff!—Raff! 
Rickety!—Ree! 
Rip!—Ring! 


Who are we? 
We're the stuff!—that’s enough!

There was a Girls’ Glee Club, an 
all-boys Mandolin Club, an orches- 
tra, and an all-girls Ukulele Club.

Warde Fowler was Editor-in-

alumni association. 


Charles Thornburg, Class Vice 
President, was known 
as Cupid but his ambi- 
tion was to become a 
policeman. His grand- | 
sons, Donald and 
Robert Ristow grad- | 
uated in the SPHS 
classes of ’76 and ’79. 


Some five years after 

graduation, 19 members of the 
class served in World War I, 
including Mignonette Dunn who 
served as an Army Nurse; all 19 
returned home safely. Harlan 
Thompson became an author of 
children’s books and won the Boys 
Club of America Gold Medal in 


1948 for Prairie Colt. In 1960 he 
published the series, We Were 
There with the California 
Rancheros. 


Walter Lord, a resident of 
South Pasadena for 44 years 
| became an automobile dealer 
and the father of Robert 
, | Lord ’36, David Lord ’42, 

) and Walter ‘Hap’ Lord ’47. 


Others who continued the 
generations for SPHS included: Benja- 
min Furlow and Hope Kaye, class 
sweethearts, married; their daughter was 
Helen Louise Furlow ’42. Earl Boeke- 
noogen’s son, Albert Boekenoogen was 
class of ’39; Anna Louise Dodge was the 
mother of Frederick Liebhardt ’42 and 
Helen Reehl’s son was Allan Wheeler

Last year the SPHSAA put out the word that we were seeking Copas 
to complete our needed three sets of Copa de Oros for our archives. 
Several alumni answered the call and donated their own Copas or 
those of their family members who were no longer with us.

There are 104 years of Copas and the Association is currently in 
possession of at least one Copa each, from 82 of those years.

A LONG WAY HOME AND A LONG TIME TO GET THERE 


Lifetime South Pasadena resident Virginia ‘Ginny’ Kline 
DeLong would have been an SPHS grad in 1962 if she 
hadn’t been enrolled elsewhere, but she never gave up her 
early SP Tiger identity. When she showed up at the All-Years 
Annual Alumni Picnic in June, she really proved her loyal 
Tiger stripes. 


In her hand was a small, worn and faded journal, of sorts, 
a neighbor had found at a yard sale. He recognized its 
origin and entrusted it to Ginny, hoping to see it returned 
to the family of its original owner, South Pasadena graduate 
Vada Vestal, Class of 1919. His stipulation was that if the 
Alumni Association’s best efforts at locating 
the family were for naught, the book would 
be contributed to our archives, that it not 
be destroyed. The search was on! 


Unlike 1918 when the senior class chose 
to donate their yearbook funds to the 
French orphan and the Armenian Relief 
rather than produce a Copa, there was ef | 
one published the following year. So this cei qeae 
ered 1919 volume entitled, “The Girl Graduate - Her Own 
Book” did not replace a missing Copa but, rather, supple- 
mented it. 


The book was printed with sections for recording the entire 
senior year’s events. Inside were a handful of photographs 
as well as places where pictures had once been pasted but 
lost. Dozens of parting messages and autographs spanned 
classes of 1918-1920; various class memorabilia, a few 
pressed flowers and a copy of the 1919 fam 
graduation program. Also included was 
the graduation program for Class of 1915 
listing the name of her then future husband, 
Harold E. Haan. 


But to find living family we could forward 
this invaluable memory book to? That % 
would be a challenge. An obituary from & 


the Kansas City Star, 1993, had been located online in 
2010 and posted on the SPHSAA website. It stated 
simply, Vada Haan, 94, died August 6, 1993 at the 
Overland Park Regional Medical Center. Mrs. Haan 
was a long-time resident of the area. Survivors 
include a daughter, Donna Sue Bowers, Lenexa; and a 
granddaughter. 


Donna (Haan) Bowers was also from 
SPHS, graduating in 1946, known to be 
1 deceased, but the Alumni Association 
4 had no further information. With a 
little creativity, a possible name and 
address for her daughter was located, a 
letter sent and fingers crossed. Was 
this the right address, and indeed, the 
right Susan Brinkman? 


She responded immediately. Regardless of the book’s 
condition and sparse content, she was thrilled to have 
something of her grandmother's, with the added bonus 
of the class roster for 1915 listing her grandfather. 


Her grandpa, Harold Haan ‘15, grandma, Vada Vestal 
Haan ‘19, and mom, Donna Haan Bowers ‘46, all now 
deceased, all of whom loved South Pas to the point that 
they kept 'stuff even after moving to Kansas. To Vada 
Vestal’s granddaughter, this recovered memory book 
was truly an added treasure. 


Another piece of SPHS history, a Tiger’s legacy, has 
finally returned home. 


CROUCHING DRAGON, HIDDEN TIGER 


When Brian Sell ‘80 checked out the abandoned 
property near his home, he braced himself for what 
he’d find. The gentleman living there had long since 
passed and the caretaker who stayed on was gone. 


But something wasn’t right. The house was 
foreclosed; the hired cleaners had looted it. The 4 
squalor was almost unbearable - garbage, / | 
trash and waste covered the floors. Little 
remained of the man’s effects after the 
ransacking. Lifting a pile here and there, 
he surveyed the contents. And then, by — = 
chance, he spotted a familiar title, “Copa de 
Oro.” The owner was none other than our fallen 
Tiger and decorated veteran, Jack Schmidt ‘39. 


There were nine books in all, as well as a collection of 


school pictures and family photos of his 3 children, 
Val Schmidt ‘72 (deceased), Karen Schmidt 
McDonald ‘74 and Greg Schmidt ‘76. 
All valuables were gone, but he salvaged a 
wealth of memories for them, including two 
trunks full of letters and their mother’s and 
grandmother’s wedding rings that had been 
miraculously overlooked by the thieves. 


Thanks to SP Tiger interconnectedness and Bri- 
an’s foresight, he was able to contact Karen and 
return all these priceless treasures - family history 
going back to 1897 - that would otherwise have been 
lost. Tiger Spirit is alive and well. Go, Tigers! 


Salute to Ray Solari 


JIM TOMLIN ‘61 


Although Coach Ray Solari left over 40 years ago, he 
remains a legend at South Pasadena High School in his 
85th year. The Coach will turn 86 on February 13, 2014. 
Coach Solari came to Espee in 1954, and took over as 


Head Coach in 1955. I was on his 6th team in the season 
of 1960, and SPHS football, and Coach Solari, remain an 
important pillar of my life, as it has for teammates from 
all his teams. If you played football at SPHS for Coach 
Solari, you’re a teammate even if you have never met. 


Coach Solari was originally from the Bay area, and 
played three years of varsity football at the University of 
California at Berkeley. He played guard opposite Los 
Angeles Ram great Les Richter, and played in three 
Rose Bowls. Despite a bad back, which forced him to 
coach the 1959 CIF Championship game against Mater 
Dei from crutches, during my senior season the Coach 
could still demonstrate forcefully proper blocking and 
tackling techniques. 


Of course he was so much more than a coach; our mem- 
ories of him stronger than the outcome of any game. By 
example he taught his players leadership, integrity and 
what it means to be a man. As Pete Westerlind ‘56 
writes, 


Ray Solari was a man of courage and honor.” 


He had a presence that summoned you to be the best 
you could be. This theme is repeated over and over in 
the comments of former players who responded to my 
request for insight. 


Bill Little ‘61 writes, 


Ray Solari was my Coach, Mentor, and later my friend. 
Coach commanded respect as soon as you stepped on 
the practice field. He encouraged me, challenged me, 
and made me a better player and person. By example 
he taught me to go for the gold. One of the greatest 
moments for me was at the Coach of the Century cele- 
bration: Coach looked at me in my mid fifties and said, 
“You look ready to suit up.” I replied, “Let's Go.” 


Pat Forster ‘61 adds, 


As an adult, one often looks back on which teachers had 
the greatest impact on your life during your impres- 
stonable teenage years. Coach Solari was more than a 
great football coach. He taught me what it meant to be 
part of a winning team and what type of leadership 
style it takes to create such a team. 


And Peter Warner ‘63, the All RHL quarterback from 
the 1963 CIF champions reflects, 


One of my favorite memories of playing for Coach was 
during our final practice prior to playing Temple City, 
for the Rio Hondo League Championship. Two years 
earlier they won on the infamous "bounce pass game," 
and the next year they won again for the title. We were 
gearing up to avenge these losses and Coach was 
pumping us up as we were doing our stretching. He got 
to a point where he said "...are we going to win tomor- 
row?" Ina testosterone-fueled chorus the team growled 
"YES". Then he asked .... "Is talk cheap?"....a pregnant 
pause ensued prior to the humbled response of ....... 
VES.” sxcux what a motivator he was for us - in every 
way, in football and for life after football. I still blurt 
out BALL! when I'm watching a game and there's a 
fumble - it's ingrained forever. 


Most of the coaches in the 1950s, 60s and 70s had served 
in the military during World War II or Korea. They tended 
to treat their players like drill sergeants who attempt to 
weed out the weak. Coach Solari wanted to raise you up 
to be strong. One lower level coach apparently assumed 
most of us were hearing impaired. We were grateful the 
week he lost his voice. Coaches like that were perhaps 
feared, but never loved. I never saw Coach Solari use 
profanity, demean, or ridicule a player. Usually he 
explained what had been incorrectly done; a blown 
assignment, a missed block or tackle. Once he said to me, 
“You're better than that,” his strongest admonition. He 
made us want to be better, mostly so as not to disappoint 
him: a valuable lesson in leadership. Baseball, basketball 
and football standout Bill Archer ‘56 writes of Coach 
Solari, 


In order for me to compete I had to work myself up into 
a state of hyper aggressiveness. Trying to practice and 
play this way gave rise to a lot of confrontations. Coach 
Solari took the time to talk me down and try to help me 
compete intensely but avoid reaching the point where 
my conduct would cause the inevitable hostile reaction. 


Bill’s younger brother Mike Archer ‘57, an All CIF 
selection, adds, 


I know without his tutelage and encouragement I wouldn't 
have come close to these honors. I remember the day he 
was passing out our orange game jersey’s and he tossed 
me mine saying, “somebody has to wear this” — no. 69 
— the number he wore at Cal, an honor. 


“Teamwork, teamwork, and teamwork = Espee football,” 
writes John Kovac ‘61. I once hit a San Marino receiver 
in the end zone, separating him from the ball, and hoped 
at film review to receive special mention. The hit didn’t 
appear nearly as good on film. Afterward, Coach asked 
me to stay and ran it for me again, pointing out that I 
had left my man open, and Mike Paris ‘61 appeared to 
have the receiver adequately covered. It was a reminder 
that there are 11 guys out there and every one of the 
moving parts had to be in syne. When praise did come, 
we knew it was well deserved, and it meant that much 
more, another lesson in leadership. You don’t get a trophy 
just for showing up. The Coach had an uncanny ability 
to recognize what some of the lesser players could do 
well, and then put them in a position to shine. 


Fred Romero ‘61, who started in football, basketball 
and baseball and was a Weldon Award winner, writes 
that Coach believed, 


Every kid is coachable. Mr. Solari's optimism and belief 
that you could nudge anyone in a positive direction 
was paramount in his coaching. He emphasized prepa- 
ration and execution. With enough repetitions (and 
conditioning) even the average kid could shine and one 
day, make a play. 


In those low tech years, Coach Solari had a single assistant 
and perhaps a friend to help with scouting. His halftime 
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adjustments were the stuff of legends, and his preparation 
for games was a lesson in paying attention to detail. A 
great accomplishment was the defensive scheme that 
shut out offensive powerhouse Bonita in the 1959 CIF 
Finals. Ed Loosli ‘60, a three sport star and a member 
of the 1959 CIF Champions, writes, 


Coach Solari was a lot like Coach Wooden at UCLA in 
his total attention to detail. From what kind of socks to 
wear to having everyone know each other’s assign- 
ments, nothing was left to chance. 


I don’t know if the Coach was the first to say, “Luck begins 
with preparation,” but he lived it, from the appearance 
of our uniforms to the white socks on our feet. Nick 
Winslow ‘60 recalls, 


Playing football at South Pasadena for Ray Solari was 
an important part of my adolescence. We worked very 
hard, we experienced some pain, we worked together, 
we worked for a common purpose, we played within 
the rules, we bonded and had a_éeé great 
time.......Everyone who played on that 1959 champion- 
ship team was a winner and took that winning attitude 
with them as they moved forward in life. We all came 
out of the high school football experience stronger, 
more confident and with a truer moral compass than 
we had going in. 


Dave Dickson ‘61, the quarterback who called and threw 
the play action TD pass to close out Mater Dei with two 
minutes left in the 1959 CIF Title game once said to me, 


It wasnt just about football, Coach Solari was showing 
you how to get the most out of what you had, and he 
believed in you more than you believed in yourself. 


And Coach Solari wrote to me in 1986, 


Thank you for the compliments. I cannot think of anything 
more rewarding in life than to have any kind of positive 
influence on the lives of young people. 


Coach Solari was also my Driver Education instructor, 
and accompanied by Bill Little ‘61 and John LaPointe, 
‘61, we traversed the highways and byways of South 
Pasadena. Coach was a calming, patient influence. If 
facial expressions are a guide, the Coach was amazed by 
our lack of knowledge of what was under the hood of the 
vehicle, but he didn’t make us feel stupid. He did however, 
upon the completion of our week of behind the wheel 
training, disavow any responsibility for what any of us 
might ever do while driving. I think it would amuse him 
to know that John flew jets with the Air Force Thunderbirds. 


Guys who played for Coach Solari share so much across 
the years of Tiger Football, and everyone who responded 
remembers the way we were, and can recall warmheartedly 
stories of “The Rock” as he was sometimes called after 
demonstrating proper blocking technique to Dave Black 
‘59, a weekly “El Socko” selection. Without exception, 
former players expressed the sadness when it was over. 
Jim Sheffer ‘57, the top running back on the 1955, 1956, 
1957 teams, remembers: 


He was a good example and role model needed in the 
teen age years and as a reference throughout life. Way 
back in 1955, we were part of Coach Solari’s first 
championship team — a great honor. Under his coaching, 
SPHS won many Rio Hondo and CIF Championships. 
Wow, what a great history! 


All agreed with Nick Winslow ‘60 about the hard work, 
wind sprints, bear crawls and a “Big Three” ending practice 
after two plus hours of drills, hitting and scrimmage: 


Winning the CIF championship in 1959 set us apart from 
all prior teams. It was the ultimate reward for a bunch 
of guys who worked very hard in a system that allowed 
us to succeed. 


Peter Warner ‘63 adds, 


We were a fine-tuned machine, honed to win by a prin- 
cipled man who taught us so much about how to live 
our lives along the way. Thanks, Coach, for everything, 
you inspired emulation. 


Many people forget that Coach Solari was also an 
outstanding baseball coach, and actually won more Rio 
Hondo League Championships [7] in baseball than in 
football [6]. His baseball teams won two CIF Championships 
in 1955 and 1959. There can’t be many coaches with that 
kind of record. Fred Romero ‘60 writes, 


Baseball by The Book. Coach Solari had great baseball 
talent to work with, and he made it succeed. While not 
a baseball star himself, his attention to the fundamentals 
of the game were flawless. Springtime at the Arroyo 
Seco field made executing his endless ground ball reps 
almost a joy. 


Coach Solari didn’t forget us when we graduated; he 
continued to be a source of guidance for me and for many 
others. I became a teacher/coach and even when I couldn’t 
call him up for advice, I was nevertheless able to ask 
myself how Coach would handle a problem, or what he 
would think about a particular idea. And of course, he 
was always there for you. Dave Currey ‘61, a captain on 
our 1960 team and the athletic director at Chapman 
University in Orange writes: 


Coach was a teacher and second father to me in many 
ways. He helped shaped my life and future directions. I 
entered the coaching profession because of his example 
and dedication. He was always there to give advice and 
support with my career decisions. I owe him much credit 
for successes that followed. Iam also honored to be his 
son’s God Father. His leadership, toughness, and ‘big 
picture’ attitude will always be remembered and cherished. 


I think it’s fair to say that Coach Solari’s players got 
everything and more out of Tiger Football that you’re 
supposed to receive from athletics. Rob Phair ‘63, from 
the 1962 CIF Champions, sums it up well, 


Being on the football team filled me with pride and 
confidence. I felt that I had to work hard and I trusted 
Coach Solari. He required that you maintain a focus on 
the field and off the field. I trusted his regimen. If you 
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followed his program you would succeed. His respect, 
I believe was paramount. I feel it was a seminal experience 
for me to be on a team that won CIF. Just this week, I 
was explaining to my son-in-law (father of three of my 
grandsons) that the experience of being on a team at 
some point in your life that accomplishes the type of 
success that I was privileged to enjoy is a touchstone. It 
serves to show you what you can do and what it feels 
like. 


Not every one of Coach Solari’s teams won a CIF or RHL 
title, but to a man, even players on those teams feel the 
same way about the Coach, and describe their experience 
in much the same way as do the CIF Champions. Jim 
Harris ‘59 an excellent quarterback on a 4-4-1 team, is 
eloquent in his description, 


Coach Solari mattered! He mattered profoundly to the 
hundreds of young men he influenced over his lifetime. 
His memory abounds with their respect and gratitude. 
He inspired us to excel, and he inspired wisdom, dedication 
and commitment among his charges. Who could ask for 
anything more? 


I talked to Coach Solari on the phone for this article. He 
was enthusiastic and excited, with total recall of players, 
games and of course the 40-41 “bounce pass” loss to 
Temple City that kept the 1960 team from participating 
in the CIF Playoffs. Coach recalled that the referee closest 
to play ruled that the ball bounced, but the back judge, 
farthest from the play, called it a catch. The head referee, 
Jim Tunney, later an NFL Official for 31 years, had the 
final decision and called it a catch. Instead of turning the 
ball over to us, Temple City went on to score the winning 
points. As for me, I knew a couple of Temple City players 
in college, one of whom said to me, “Yeah, it bounced. 
What did you want us to do?” To which Coach laughed 
and remarked, “Surely I will be presented with that trophy 
in Heaven.” 


Without doubt, that’s the place he'll be.

Remembering John Goddard 


CANDY FISCHER MORGAN ‘66 


Being a 15 year old at South Pasadena 
High, I’m sure most of us were think- 
ing about our latest crush, how to pass 
Mr. Goto’s World Cultures test, sports, 
or plans for the weekend. But another 
15 year old sat down and wrote a buck- 
et list of 127 goals that he wanted to 
accomplish. 


John enlisted in the 
Army Air Force at age 
18 serving as a pilot 
in WW II. He gradu- § 
ated from USC where 
he majored in an- 
thropology and then 
began his incredible 
journey. He traveled 
over a million miles, 
climbed the Matter- 
horn, kayaked the full 
length of the Nile and 
Congo Rivers, was at- 
tacked by elephants, 
rhinos, and croco- & 


diles, was stoned by a group of hostile 


natives and was shot at by Egyptian 
pirates, just to name a few of his ad- 
ventures! He appeared in over 200 TV 
talk shows including Johnny Carson 
and David Frost so when he came to 
South Pasadena to speak to us, I 
thought it was pretty special! I remem- 
ber how nervous I was prior to intro- 
ducing him to an evening audience in 
our auditorium. 


I certainly had never faced such a large 
group before and was afraid I would 


blow the introduction of our illustrious 
guest. He was so kind backstage, jok- 
ing and trying to get me to relax. His 
show was, of course, fabulous! He had 
an overpowering voice, a commanding 
presence and he opened our minds to 
places and experiences that I’m sure 
most of us never thought about. 


I saw many of John Goddard’s adven- 
tures over the years and actually had 
the opportunity to sit and talk with him 
at length on a personal basis. I sold a 
home that he owned in La Canada that 
had been a rental. I knew he was the 
owner but wasn’t expecting to meet 
him, however, the day we were having 
the physical inspection of the property, 
he showed up. When I told him that 
I'd introduced him to an audience at 


So. Pas. High almost 40 years before, 
he was so pleased that we just sat and 
talked for a couple of hours. He was a 
genuinely nice person and a very fasci- 
nating man. 


John Goddard, the adventurer, explor- 
er and lecturer, passed away this last 
May. He documented his adventures 
on film and showed them to thousands 
of people around the world. I, for one, 
am grateful that South Pasadena was 
one his stops! 


[John Goddard was a popular speaker at SP assemblies for many years. One of the 
world's most famous anthropologists, explorers, and adventurers, he passed away 
May 17, 2013 in Glendale, CA, after battling a rare form of cancer. Born July 29, 1924 
in Salt Lake City, Utah, he was raised in Los Angeles, California.

There are grandchildren and great grand- 
children. I have always kept close contact with South 
Pasadena High class members of 1936. 


GEORGE PEABODY ’36 (Placerville, California): 


This is my story that I shared with the 


Lockheed/Martin Centennial. 


An associate of arts degree 
in Mechanical Technology 
from Pasadena Junior 
College got me a job at 
Lockheed Aircraft Company 
in Burbank, California in 
1938. The job was making 
formblocks and dies. With 
aggressive 


“Industrial Engineer, Procedures.” In 1954 my U.S. 
Patent, a method for forming metal parts, had been 
awarded and shared with Lockheed. 


Through the early years, the XP-38 “Fork Tailed 
Devil Fighter”, with the XP-58 “light bomber”, and 
the first Constellation transport projects involved 
many of our multiple skills and responsibilities in the 
exciting environment of Burbank’s Factory B1 exper- 
imental hanger and airfield. Two of us were “hands- 
on” trained for several months during 1939-1940 at 
Antioch College, Ohio, in their “Antioch pattern 
making and precision aluminum casting process.” 
Later, an equivalent foundry was established in Los 
Angeles for Lockheed’s benefit. 


Many of us attended the wonderful Lockheed Em- 
ployees Picnic at the Santa Anita Race Track in the 
Pasadena area, when a P-38 was taking off from 
Burbank. The pilot’s radio (probably Tony Lavier’s 
voice) was transmitting to the race track’s loud 
speaker system, describing his every action. The P- 
38 arrived in minutes, almost before we expected it, 
and at tree top level, executing a “multiple G” vertical 
climb, disappearing from sight overhead, as he con- 
tinued speaking to us! 


Accelerated production requirements for the war 
caused us to extend our working hours. We began 
working 10 to 12 hours per day and eight hours on 
Saturdays and Sundays. Great income, with no time 
to spend it, proved useful for investments in our 
future. The revised World War Draft Law discarded 
my deferments (earned for six years employment in 
a defense industry, a wife and two children). 


Suddenly, too young for any deferment, Lockheed 
gave me a two year leave of absence, a promise to 
continue my employment upon return, and to add 
my military service time to my company seniority. 
June 1944 found me enlisted with the U.S. Marine 
Corps in hope of helping my father and uncle in the 
Philippine Islands. But February 19, 1945, placed me 
at Iwo Jima on D-Day. On March 1, 1945, and 
seriously wounded, it was reported that my dad (a 
U.S. Army leader of the Philippine Resistance 
Movement against the Japanese) had been captured 
and beheaded by Samurai tradition; and my uncle 
had starved to death in a Japanese concentration 
camp. My honorable discharge occurred in February 
1946; 80% disabled, with Military Merit Award 
(Purple Heart). 


Lockheed welcomed my return, rehired me (on 
crutches), added my military time to my seniority in 
May 1946 and made full use of my _ past 
manufacturing experience at Lockheed, its training, 
and the benefit of Marine Corps leadership. 
Lockheed continued my training in several different 
programs over a period of 10 years. Emergency 
repairs to the entire Turboprop Electra Transport 
fleet, demanded a continuous 24-hour-a-day flow, 
receiving airplanes, repairing and returning them to 
the airlines. Being the assigned manufacturing 
engineering link between emergency structural 
redesign engineers, the emergency production of 
newly designed parts, and the emergency “repair- 
line managers” for weeks, was challenging and 
gratifying. 

During 1965, Robert Recks (internationally known 
balloonist), my family, and several others, working 
with the Lockheed Employees Recreational Club, 
established the “Wind Drifters Hot Air Balloon 
Club.” It grew to be the world’s largest balloon club 
at the time. Then, it “passed on” (about 1975) as 
members left Lockheed and took their balloons with 
them, possibly popularizing the exciting sport else- 
where.

BOARDMAN REED ’33, aresident of Chico, Califor- 


nia, died March 16, 2012. He was born July 31, 1913 
in Alhambra to Harmon and Blanche Reed. He grad- 
uated from Pasadena Junior College. 


Known and loved by many 
as “B.C.”, he began his fly- 
ing career in 1929 and in 
1939 was accepted as a fly- 
ing cadet with the U.S. Ar- 
my Air Corps. He was com- 
missioned a Second Lieu- 
tenant in 1940. After World 
War II was declared, B.C. 
became a B-17 instructor 
pilot on the “Flying For- 
tresses.” He became 
Squadron Commander of the 562n4 Bombardment 
Squadron (heavy) (388 Bombardment Group) 8th 
Air Force in England 1943. After the war he returned 
stateside and as a reservist he worked for Lockheed. 
In 1950 he was re-called to active duty and, during 
the Korean War, flew the P-51 “Mustang.” He was 
assigned Squadron Commander in the 5 Air Force, 
K-18 Airfield at Kangnung. At the end of the war with 
just over 20 years of service, B.C. retired from the Air 
Force as a Lieutenant Colonel. 


Two years later, and to the amazement of his family 
and friends, B.C. answered God’s call to enter the 
ministry. He spent two years of seminary in 
Vancouver, British Columbia, was ordained a deacon 
and then in 1958 was ordained an Episcopal priest.

Utah was once a place I feared and never wanted to 
return to, but I now call home. In 2009 I moved to 
Utah to begin a new life, a new journey, and a new 
chapter. Shortly after, I registered myself on the 
SPHSAA website and posted a picture of myself. In 
January 2010, I received the sweetest message through 
the website from a fellow classmate, Robert Zeile 
‘78. We messaged back and forth, exchanged phone 
numbers and before we knew it, we were in constant 
contact. We discovered that we had known each other 
since the 4th grade, went all through school together, 
lived only a block away from each other in South 
Pasadena AND we were both baptized at the same 
time, in the same church together. On October 6, 2012, 
Robert and I were married at a gorgeous historic inn 
in the countryside of Midway, Utah. We love our 
beautiful surroundings of the Wasatch Mountain 
region and our little family is complete with our 
precious golden retriever Barkley. It’s amazing how 
Robert and I searched and searched for love and 
happiness and all we had to do was look towards 
“home/South Pas” and the roots where we grew up to 
find it.
